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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments/Remarks 

1 . Examiner acknowledges Applicant remarks of 1 7 August 2007. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 

37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex Parte 
Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, 
prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed 
on 17 August 2007 has been entered. 

3. Currently claims 1, 3, 6, 9-12, 14, 15, 17, 20-29, 31, 34-37, 39, and 41 are amended to more 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the present invention, and new claim 42 
has been added. 

4. Examiner has reviewed the amended claims and has determined that the amended claims do not 
change the scope of the original claims but point out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the present 
invention. 

5. After a detailed search, the Examiner finds claims 1 - 42 in condition for allowance 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-42 are allowed in application 10/720,105 in view of an updated search of the prior art. 
The Examiner notes that none of the prior art teaches the element 'transmitting, during the application 
level communication connection setup procedure, a trigger signal from an application layer to a network 
layer in the mobWe node (Examiner's Italics) wherein the trigger signal comprises the address of the 
correspondent node;" of claim 1 . 

7. In an updated search, Examiner found Kellerer WO 2005/041 534 teaches of mobile peer-to-peer 
protocol that uses a cross-layer communication channel protocol (page 6, paragraph 1) that uses a 
registration i.e. trigger between a from an application layer to a network layer in the mobile node. 
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8. However, after the registration, Kellerer used an extended dynamic source routing protocol at the 
network level for search request and file response (Figure 3 and page 12 paragraph 4). 

9. Kellerer does not teach of the trigger signal comprising the address of the correspondent node. 

10. Claim 42 is for an apparatus usable in a packet based communication network. Support for an 
apparatus usable in a packet based communication network is found in the specification as are means for 
performing an application level communication; means for producing and transmitting, during the 
application level communication connection setup procedure, a trigger signal from an application layer to 
a network layer in the network node wherein the trigger signal comprises the address of the correspondent 
node; and means for performing, in response to the trigger signal, a network level route optimization 
procedure during the application level communication connection set.
